Ph iladelph ia, July 17 (JP) — 
Grey -h aired 
and 
h ollow-ey ed, 
h er body wasted to 38 pounds, 
Anna Van Cleve stared up from 
a h ospital cot today and offered 
detectives h er only ex planation 
for five y ears spent locked in a 
garret prison with only scraps 
for food. 
“My h usband didn’t like my 
cooking,” sh e wh ispered. 
Sh e looked all of 80 y ears — 
sh e is 48 — wh en th e detectives 
found h er on a bed in a lonely 
th ird-story room, bereft of ligh t 
by boarded windows and nailed- 
down sh ades. 
Her ey es were sunken deep in 
h er h ead, and h er skin h ung to 


h er bones. Sores pocked h er face 
and h ands. 
An old black dress 
was wound about h er, tacked 
with safety pins. 
Sh e clutch ed bread crusts in 
each h and. A cup of w ater and 
a bucket were on th e floor. Be­ 
side th e bed, th e room was fur­ 
nish ed with a ch air. 
Th e door 
was locked. 
Sh e was too weak to walk, so 
th ey carried h er to an am bu­ 
lance and sped h er to morals 
court and th en to a h ospital. 
Two glasses of milk was all th e 
food sh e was allowed, but th a t 
seemed to strength en h er. 
Sh e h ad raided th e garbage 
pail for at least one ravenous 


meal wh ile h er alleged captors— 
h er h usband, William, 54-y ear- 
old window wash er, and h is sis­ 
ter, Cath erine, 57 
were away 
from 
h ome, th e Van Cleve’s 
neigh bors said. 
Th ey never knew sh e 
was 
th ere, th ey said, until th ey saw 
wild ey es peering th rough slits 
between th e boards on th e win­ 
dows. 
One neigh bor, Ch arles Osborn, 
told detectives h e tied food to a 
cloth esline prop and h oisted it to 
h er window after h e witnessed 
th e garbage pail raid. B ut sh e 
was apparently afraid to take it. 
It was in answer to Osborn’s 
pleas th a t th e detectives investi­ 


gated. Th ey went to th e h ouse 
late y esterday and arrested Van 
Cleve and h is sister. 
“Sh e was dirty .” Van Cleve 
said. 
“Sh e was filth y . And I 
wanted my sister to do th e cook­ 
ing.” 
He denied h is wife was im ­ 
prisoned, say ing sh e stay ed in 
th e 
garret voluntarily . 
Police 
said h e made no effort to ex ­ 
plain h er condition. 
Th e Van Cleves were m arried in 
Harrisburg, Pa., in 19 26 . 
Th ey 
lived at th eir present h ome since 
June 1, but Mrs. Van Cleve said 
sh e h ad been similarly im pris­ 
oned in oth er h ouses th ey oc­ 
cupied h ere during th e last five 
y ears.
